Area War Chest Appeals For Housing 
For Harbor District Communities

The desperate housing short­ 
age In 'Los Angeles county area 
which IB hindering production In 
many war plants and causing 
serious health and welfare prob­ 
lems was the basis of a request 
for 26,977 war housing units 
made early this week by the 
Welfare Council of Metropolitan- 
Los Angeles to President Roose­ 
velt, the Congress, Director of 
War Mobilization and to offi­ 
cials of the National Housing 
Authority in Washington, on the 
West Coast and in Los Angeles 
County.

Torrance, with its war indus­ 
try district of some 60 plants, 
is technically a part-of the "har­ 
bor district" in the eyes of the 
government but has been by­ 
passed by government, housing, 
the units going to other commu­ 
nities.

In view of the coming of the 
new $5,000,000 United States 
Navy Material Redistribution 
Center for Torrance, which will 
employ several hundred civil ser­ 
vice workers, and in view of 
the shortage of help in "must" 
plants, President Reed Parkin 
and Executive Secretary Harry 
B. Lewis, of Torrance Chamber 
of Commerce, have been in di­ 
rect contact with Representative 
Cecil King and government agen­ 
cies in an effort to get at least 
500 housing units for the Tor­ 
rance area.

Private builders -also are work- 
Ing to this end.

Torrance is represented In the 
Area War Chest Welfare Coun­ 
cil.

Conditions in the Harbor area 
are particularly acute, it' was 
pointed out in the letter of trans- 
hiittal, and the welfare council 
asks that half, of the 28,977 
units sought be located there. 
One thousand units of the dor­ 
mitory type similar to Wilming- 
ton Hall are needed for single 
men, and 500 like units for sin­ 
gle women are needed for the 
Wilmington district. All units-in 
the harbor area should be of 
temporary war construction, the 
request said, and at least 50 
per cent of units, for other areas 
also should be of t)iis type.

The welfare council basSd Its 
request on the work of the 
housing committee, of which 
John Henry Russell is chairman, 
and testimony of need expressed 
by war industries, housing au­ 
thorities and others who have 
studied the housing problem. It 
asked that construction of 1000 
units for which funds were ap­ 
propriated by Congress in Au­ 
gust, 1B44, be started immedi­ 
ately, and that an additional 
25,977 units be authorized.

Declaring that serious and 
growing social effects are In ev­ 
idence as the result of inade­ 
quate and bad housing, the re­ 
port said, in part:

"Tens of thousands of work­ 
ers arc compelled to live at un­

reasonable distances from wotU, 
and to spend unreasonable hours 
In dally travel. Crowding nnd 
congrstion have led to n grow­ 
ing series of social and health 
problems, and the most neglect­ 
ed group Is in the in-migrant 
Negro war worker. Difficulties 
of discharged servicemen In f|nd 
ing suitable housing is a grow­ 
ing and serious problem."

Although not embodied in the 
call for housing help, welfare 
council officials declare the situ­ 
ation could become chaotic at 
the conclusion of the major 
phase .of European war when 
additional troops en route to the 
Pacific will come to this area, 
in ntany cases accompanied by 
the soldiers' families.

The raid was completed In p;ie 
hour and the American force 
left with 13 prisoners.

"Although our main mission 
is the support of fast-moving 
armored columns, the greater 
part of our two months' combat 
has been spent in direct support 
of infantry troops," said Lt. Col. 
Richard, D. Smith of Wilton, 
Conn., battalion commander. 
"W« reinforce the fire power of 
a division's organic artillery, fir- 
Ing from fixed positions; We 
have knocked out almos.1 every 
type of weapon on the enemy's 
table of equipment with the 
13,000 shells we've fired to 
date."
